ISTANBUL, Sept. 18.—Bulgaria 
has officially requested from Tur- 
key permission for passage 
through the Dardanelles to Bul- 
garia of eight Italian destroyers, 
said to have been sold to Bulgaria 
three months ago, according to re- 
liable foreign sources. 

It is possible that Russia may 
frustrate this move by declaring

against the Soviet Union, The Bul- 
garian reply denied the charge. 


ANKARA, Sept. 17 (Delayed) 
(AP).—Balkan diplomatic sources 
said today they had information 
that Bulgaria, whose diplomatic 
relations with Soviet Russia are 
tense, is mobilizing its armed forces 
rapidly and already has sum- 
moned 350,000 men to arms. 

British sources said the British 
Embassy had been informed by 
the Turks that Bulgaria had made 
no proposal to permit warships 
purchased from Italy to pass 
through the Dardanelles straits in- 
to the Black Sea, as reported here 
in high quarters. 

The Balkan informants said the 
engineering organization of Dr. 
Fritz Todt, which built Germany’s 
westwall and great motor highway 
system, was working at top pres- 
sure to construct roads in South- 
ern and Eastern Bulgaria which 
would be useful in any military ac- 
tion toward the Suez Canal.

MOSCOW, Sept. 18 (AP).—Ger- 
man mechanized forces of Col. Gen. 
Heinz Guderian, whose panzer 
spearheads outflanked the Maginot 
line in the conquest of France, 
were declared officially today to 
have been decisively beaten with 
a loss. of two-thirds of his effec- 
tives in battle near Bryansk. 

Red Army legions killed, wound- 
ed or captured 20,000 Germans, Rus- 
sians said, and seized vast quanti- 
ties of war material in repulsing 
an armored thrust at Bryansk, a 
railway junction 230 miles south- 
west of Moscow. 

The midday communique said 
Soviet troops “continued to fight 
the enemy along the entire front” 
during last night and “our air force 
struck blows at troops and at en- 
emy aircraft on their airdromes,” 


Reds List Much Booty. 


Guderian, called the “phantom 
General” for the speed with which 
he struck at the French, was re- 
ported in the early morning Mos- 
cow communique to have lost 500 
tanks, 70 armored cars, 1525 trucks, 
195 airplanes, 85 heavy machine- 
guns, 51 trench mortars and several 
thousand rifles. 

The 20,000 Nazi casualties in the 
battle of Bryansk were among a 
total of 65,000 to 80,000 reported by 
the Russians yesterday and today 
in defensive and offensive opera- 
tions over the long front. 

The date of the Bryansk fighting 
was not announced, but Russian 
newspaper dispatches ‘reported last 
Saturday the frustration of a drive 
against the city by two German 
tank corps and 12 infantry divi- 
sions. 


Part of Big Counterblow. 


Latest details of the fighting at 
Bryansk followed Russian an- 
nouncement that Germans had lost 
10,000 killed and wounded, 100 guns 
and 100 mine throwers to Russians 
commanded by Marshal Semyon 
Timoshenko at Yartsevo, in the 
Smolensk sector 150 miles north- 
west of Bryansk, 

The Soviet Information Bureau 
challenged a German high com- 
mand declaration that three Rus- 
sian armies had been crushed near 
Lake Ilmen, asserting the Nazis 
had lost from 35,000 to 50,000 men 
killed and wounded in a month of 
fighting in that area, 150 miles 
south of Leningrad, against 30,000 
Russian casualties, 

Russian artilley losses, it said, 
were 42 guns as compared with the 
German claim of 695 guns. It added 
that only two or three dozen Rus- 
sian tanks participated in fighting 
on the Umen front and that there- 
fore ‘the Reds could not have lost 
the 320 tanks Berlin reported, 

The noon communique credited 
the Red air force with destruction 
of a German troop and ammunition 
train in the Dnieperopetrovsk sec- 
tor of the Ukraine and with blows 
at Nazi airdromes behind the lines 
along the entire front. In the ap- 
proaches to Leningrad, 15 heavy 
tanks and 20 trucks were reported 
destroyed.

(AP)—The Defense Mediation 
Board announced in Washington

& Light Co. to return to work un- 
der a formula worked out by the 
board, 
The plan has been approved also 
by George Meany, secretary-treas- 
urer of the AFL, and by H. A. 
Kuhn, vice president of the com- 
pany, officials said. 

In Kansas City, W. B. Petty, 
international representative of the 
I. B. E. W., said he was not fully 
informed as to the Mediation 


Board’s formula and that he in- 
tended to ask for clarification from 
Washington. Pending that, he 
said, no action would be taken 
toward calling the strikers back 
to work, 

Skeleton crews—180 men of a 
normal 350—kept plants of the 
Kansas City Power & Light Co. 
in operation furnishing almost nor- 
mal service to Kansas City and 
suburbs. Several plants in the 
area are engaged in defense work, 
including the large Lake City small 
arms eammiUHition factory, — 

But despite assurances of city 
and company officials that service 
would be maintained without an- 
other interruption, the Sheffield 
Steel Corporation, holder of large 
defense orders, notified its 2800 
employes it was closing its huge 
mills until “the removal of all un- 
certainties as to the continuous sup- 
ply of power.” 

The company is the largest user 
of electricity in Kansas City. The 
abrupt strike yesterday, which left 
the city without lights, power or 
street car service four hours, cooled 
tons of molten steel.

|WARNING CONVOYS 


FOR AID CARGOES 


Knox Reveals Navy Use 
of This, as Well as All 
Other Methods, Despite 
Raeder’s Declaration It Is 
‘Open War Act.’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) .— 
With its ships convoying on the 
Atlantic and hunting a raider on 
the Pacific, the United States Navy 
let actions do the talking today in 
reply to repeated Axis threats of 
dire conzequences. 

When Germany believed there 
was a possibility of convoys months 
ago, Grand Admiral Erich Raeder 
openly warned the United States 
that the Reich would consider such 


a step “an open war act” and that 
the Germany Navy would use its 
guns if necessary against Ameri- 
can warships on such duty. 

All uncertainty on the question 
of convoys was dissipated late yes- 
terday when Navy Secretary Knox 
disclosed that the Atlantic fleet 
was using all methods, convoys in- 
cluded, to safeguard British-bound 
lease-lend cargoes on the 2000 
miles of the North Atlantic that 
are regarded as “defensive waters.” 

Knox said it would be “unwise 
and indiscreet” to give details, and 
he declined to answer a question as 
to ‘whether the American escorts 
were turning over the protected 
cargoes to the Royal Navy some- 
where off Iceland for the final 300- 
mile voyage to port. 


South Pacific Search. 


Knox disclosed, however, that the 
navy believed an Axis surface raid- 
er was operating near the Galapa- 
gos Islands in the South Pacific 
and, while the fact had not been 
positively established, the hunt was 
on. 

“We'll tell the world about it,” 
Knox promised if any raider is 
caught. 

Knox disclosed arrangements for 
laying nets at the mouths of im- 
portant United States harbors, and 
declared plans had been completed 
for the use of mines to protect na- 
val shore installations. 

The disclosures gave official no- 
tice that no halfway measures were 
being employed to enforce the pol- 
icy which President Roosevelt 
enunciated in his speech a week 
ago, when he barred “defensive 
waters” to Axis raiders and ordered 
the navy to protect all shipping 
in those areas. 


Admiral Raeder’s Warnin g. 


Admiral Raeder, in his declara- 
tion May 25, stated: 

“Since the nature of the cargoes 
of convoyed ships, according to 
American admissions, was estab- 
lished from the very beginning as 
contraband, resort to this type of 
convoy system would not be a 
neutral convoy in the sense of in- 
ternational law or American trea- 
ties, but an open war act and a 
bare, unprovoked attack. 

“German naval forces would 
therefore be justified in taking 
measures against these contra- 
band carriers, according to the 
law of sea warfare and would, by 
exercise of these rights, have to 
repulse by arms if necessary any

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Presik- 
dent Roosevelt asked Congress to- 
day for speedy enactment of a $5 
985,000,000 appropriation bill to sup- 
plement the $7,000,000,000 voted last 
March under the Lease-Lend Law 
for aid to the democracies fighting 
aggression, 

The recommendation was in the 
form of a one-paragraph letter ad- 


dressed to Speaker Rayburn, to 
which was appended a bill drafted 
by Harold D. Smith, director of the 
Budget Bureau 

After noting that he recently 
had sent to Congress the second 
report on operations under the 
| Lease-Lend Act, the President said: 

“This report indicates the in- 
creasing amount of material aid we 
are rendering to the democracies, 


production 
and delivery. Additional funds are 
now needed in order that there be 
no interruption in the flow of aid 
to those countries whose defense ig 
vital to our own. I am, therefore, 
transmitting a supplemental esti- 
mate of appropriation in the 
amount of $5,985,000,000, the details 
or which are set forth in the ac 
companying letter from the direc- 
tor of the Bureau of the Budget, 
I recommend its speedy enact- 
ment.” 


Breakdown of Bill 


The proposed allocations of the 
$5,985,000,000- were as follows: 
For ordnance, including armor 
and ammunition, $1,190,000,000; air 
craft and aeronautical material, 
$685,000,000; tanks, automobiles 
and other automotive equipment, 
$385,000,000; ships, $850,000,000; mis- 
cellaneous military and naval 
equipment, $155,000,000; facilities 
for production, including acquisi- 
tion of land, $375,000,000; agricul- 
tural, industrial and other com- 
modities, $1,875,000,000; testing, re- 
pairing and reconditioning defense 
articles for other governments, 
$175,000,000; necessary services and 
expenses, $285,000,000, and admin- 
istrative expenses, $10,000,000.

TOKYO, Sept. 18 (AP). — Maj.

Indies were blocked by American 
and British pressure “then it will 
be time for us Japanese to show 
them the folly of their maneuver- 
ing.” 

Tominaga’s comments were in an 
article on the editorial page of the 
Foreign Office-controlied Japan 
Times and Advertiser commemo- 
rating the tenth anniversary of the 
“Manchuria incident” which he said 
was the first of several Japanese 
moves to check “white penetration” 
of East Asia. 

(Today is the tenth anniversary 
of the so-called Mukden incident 
which led to the Japanese invasion 
of Manchuria and set in motion 
the Japanese expansion program. 
According to the Tokyo version, 
Japanese forces were holding night 
maneuvers along the tracks of the 
Japanese-owned South Manchuria 
Railway on the outskirts of Muk- 
den Sept. 18, 1931, when they heard 
explosions. They said they found 
a section of track and several sleep- 
ing cars blown up. Three Chinese 
soldiers seen nearby were fired on 
and killed. The Chinese said the 
incident was manufactured to pro- 
vide a pretext for the seizure of 
key cities and subsequent conquest 
of the country.) 

The United States, Britain and 
the Chungking Government in 
China were accused by Tominaga 
of trying to throttle Japan’s vital- 
ly needed imports from the East 
Indies. 

“Should any of the Powers,” he

30 KILLED IN BOMB 


BLASTS IN CHINA 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 18 (AP). — 
More than 30 persons, including 
several Japanese, are reported o- 
day to have been killed in bomb 
explosions in Nanking and Canton 
on the eve of the tenth anniversary 
of the “Mukden Incident.” 

Foreign travelers arriving in 
Shanghai said 10 persons were 
kilied and 50 injured by the ex 
plosion of time bombs, apparently 
set by anti-Japanese demonstra- 
tors, in the Nanking central ata- 
tion. 

Four bomb blasts in the heart 
of Canton were said to have killed 
several Japanese. Four other ex- 
plosions were recorded about Can- 
ton. Twenty spectators, most of 
whom were believed to be Chinese, 
were killed at a motion picture 
theater. Others died near the Jap- 
anese military headquarters there. 

Martial law was declared in Can- 
ton and Japanese troops and the 
Japanese-controlled Chinese police 
rounded up hundreds of suspects 
for questioning. 


Reconquest of Manchuria Is Vital 
Aim, Chiang Says. 
CHUNGKING, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
Reconquest of Manchuria is a vital 
aim of China’s struggle against Ja- 
pan, Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek declared in a broadcast last 

night. 

“There can be no separating any 
portion of Chinese territory from 
the whole,” Chiang said. “Surviv- 
ing, we shall survive as a whole, 
or if we perish we shall perish as 
one.” 

Chiang predicted that the “final 
collapse of Japan as aggressor” 
was about to begin. 

The Generalissimo’s statement 
was interpreted as intending to 
dispel any notion that his Govern- 
ment ever would recognize the con- 
quest of Manchoukuo in any set- 
tlement with Japan.

TREASURY ADVANCE 
TO REDS DISCLOSED 


By the Associated Press. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau revealed today that Unit- 
ed States financial aid to Russia 
began a month ago with a $10,000,- 
000 Treasury advance. 

He made the disclosure at a 
press conference after Jesse Jones, 
Federal Loan Administrator, an- 
nounced yesterday that a Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation sub- 
sidiary was buying $100,000,000 of 
minerals from Russia and paying 
for part of it in advance, in order 
to provide the Russians with cash 
to pay for war supply purchases 
in this country. 


Morgenthau said that on Aug. 
15 Russian Ambassador Constan- 
tine Oumansky informed him that 
the Russians were shipping $10,- 
000,000 of gold to the United States 
in the next 90 days, but needed the 


money immediately to pay Ameri- 
can manufacturers for goods al- 
ready ordered. - 

With the approval of the State 
Department, Morgenthau related, 
he paid Oumansky the $10,000,000 
in advance upon the Ambassador’s 
promise to deliver an equivalent 


amount of gold in 90 days. 

Morgenthau said no further re- 
quests for Russian aid had come 
to the Treasury, and he could not 
predict what action would be tak- 
en on any future request because, 
“you know, the Treasury is on a 
day-to-day policy.” 

Jones, in announcing aid to Rus- 
sia yesterday, said it would take 
the form of a loan-purchase agree- 
ment. 


Requested by Roosevelt. 


At the direction of the Presi- 
dent, Janes announced the Defense 
Supplies Corporation, a subsidiary 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, had contracted with the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation, a 
Russian agency in this country, 
for purchase of $100,000,000 worth 
of manganese, chromite, asbestos 
and platinum, strategic materials 
needed by the United States. 

The RFC subsidiary will ad- 
vance up to $50,000,000 against the 
purchase of these materials before 
delivery, thereby giving Russia the 
necessary dollar exchange for buy- 
ing war supplies here.

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Nazis Apparently Gaining 
in Several Sectors, Aim

LONDON, Sept. 18—The Ger- 
mans are reported in London to 
be making substantial progress in

Reds Must Get Aid Quickly to 
Avert Defeat, Briton Says. 

LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP). — An 
authoritative source declared today 
that Britain and the United States 
must quickly pour a Niagara of 
war supplies into Russia to make 
up Soviet losses and prevent @ turn 
disastrous to the Allies in “the 
greatest battle in history.” That 
battle, he said, now was swaying 
either way. 

He added that Adolf Hitler prob- 
ably would launch a separate peace 
offensive and warned that if the 
Russians do not get equipment and 
weapons they might be forced to 
lay down arms.

Purchased Visits Them at Zoo Here— 
His Favorite Is Phil. 


Although the war has stopped 
the importation of some rare an- 
imals into America, it hasn’t hin- 
dered Phil Carroll, a husky animal 


dealer who specializes in catch- 
ing gorillas in Africa. It was Car- 
roll who brought in the four goril- 
las bought last week by the St. 
Louis Zoo and he arrived here 
yesterday to have another look 
at his anthropoid friends. 

He found that Pepper, the sec- 
ond youngest of the group, had 
caught cold and he immediately 
pitched in to help with the medi- 
cation. Pepper got the latest 
treatment—half a tablet of sul- 
fathiazole powdered and spread on 
a quarter section of orange. 

Pepper was a pretty sick ape in 
the morning, but by afternoon he 
had stopped sniffling. He took a 
rest and, although he still had a 
temperature of 103, his spirits be- 
gan to pick up. 

Pepper Eats Prune. 

Carroll called for a dried prune 
and offered it to Pepper. The ape 
ate it. “He’s all right now,” Car- 
roll said. “A sick gorilla will never 
at.” 

Carroll was a bit disappointed | 


that the gorilla’s name had been 
changed to Pepper from Kuyon, 
which he was called in French 
Equatorial Africa, 

“Kuyon is a fine word in the na- 
tive language,” Carroll said, “It 
can mean almost anything. If you 
call a person Kuyon and you say 
it affectionately he will be flat- 
tered, but if you say it some other 
way he will be insulted. It means 
something like “good-for-nothing,’ ” 

Named in Honor of Carroll. 

The youngest of the zoo’s goril- 
las is named Phil, in Carroll’s hon- 
or. Phil, the gorilla, is the favor- 
ite of Phil, the animal dealer, be- 
cause the two first met on Car- 
roll’s birthday. 

Carroll catches the apes with 
large nets and by making pit traps. 
He began his search for the goril- 


‘las last March and in four months 


he had more than 40 of them, He 
brought eight to this country and 
has some 18 still left in an en- 
campment in Free French terri- 
tory. 

Before the war there was a lot 
of red tape connected with getting 
a gorilla out of Africa, Carroll said, 
but now that the Free French are 
in control the job is much simpler. 


Gough pointed out that in _the 
early stages most stations were 
owned by persons or organizations 
engaged primarily in some other 
business. Manufacturers of parts 
for radio receiving sets, dealers in 
automobiles and automobile acces- 
sories, insurance companies, 
churches and schools were named 
as owners of some of the early 
broadcasting stations. 


But no other group did as much 
to help the young industry get on 
its feet as the newspapers which 
engaged in the operation of pioneer 
stations, Gough said. 
Newspaper-owned stations devel- 
oped news broadcasting, Gough 
said, and it was his opinion that 
newspaper organizations are -best 
equipped to disseminate news by 
radio under the conditions of to- 
day, demanding prompt, accurate 
and full details of important 
events. 


In the advertising field, alsg, he 
said, the standards of ethics devel- 
oped by newspapers had been car- 
ried forward into radio, to the 
great advantage of the broadcast- 
ing industry. 


The traditional newspaper policy 
of keeping news and advertising 
strictly independent so that the 
public cannot’ fail to recognize 
each for what it is has been car- 
ried into radio by the newspaper- 
owned stations, Gough said. 


Difficulties Related. 


Some of the difficulties of news- 
paper-owned stations were related 
by Stoer. Stoer said he had been 
general manager of Hearst Radio 
since July, 1938, but he did not im- 
mediately follow Gough in that job;

as general manager, following the 
resignation of Gough in 1937.

Wants Board to. Investigate if Testimony 
| ~ . Does Not Square With Original 
| Report of Officer. 


Recommendations for a general 
tightening up of police procedure 
in traffic cases in Police Court 
were presented by Mayor William 
Dee Becker to the Board of Police 
Commissioners today at a meeting 
of the board with Police Judges 
Joseph B. Catanzaro and George J. 
Grellner and the Mayor. 

Seeking closer co-operation be- 
tween the judicial and administra- 
tive branches of the municipal gov- 
ernment, the Mayor said he would 
recommend that policemen be 
called to appear before the board 
in cases where the testimony as 
presented in court is not consistent 
with the original police report. 
“Too many cases of this kind 
have come up in the police court,” 
the Mayor said. “Cases have often 
been dismissed solely because the 
testimony as presented in the court 
indicates that the violation was 
much less serious than indicated 
in the original report. I shall rec- 
ommend that in the futuré an in- 
quiry be made by the Police Com- 
missioners whenever a case of this 
kind occurs.” 

In a general criticism of police 
procedure, the Mayor said that 
“in big cities, the policemen are 
often influenced by people seek- 
ing to fix a traffic violation. When 
an officer tears up a report be- 


cause the violator says he is a 


friend of Bill Becker’s, he is not 


doing the administration a favor 
but is guilty of a dishonest act.” 

The number of continuances of 
traffic cases is being steadily re- 
duced, he added. In the future the 
courts will enforce a policy of one 
general continuance, but that suc- 
eeeding continuances will only be 
granted for sufficient cause. 

“In the past, continuances have 
been sought with the purpose of 
having the case set for a day when 
the policemen in the case are not 
able to appear, thus obtaining a 
discharge,” the Mayor. said. 

The mayor said he would make 
recommendations later, intended 
to close all loopholes in police pro- 
cedure with regard to bookmaking 
establishments and violations of 
the liquor laws. 


A similar recommendation will 
be submitted to the board in cases 
where testimony in Police Court 
indicates that the offense against 
the excise law is less severe than 
the report stated.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Living 
costs for St. Louis wage earners 
and lower-bracket office workers 
were the same last month as in 
July, but 5.8 per cent higher than 
in August last year, the Confer- 
ence Board’s monthly survey indi- 
cated today. 

On a scale of 100 for January, 
1939, costs in St, Louis were 107.1 
in July and August, 105.9 in June, 
and 104.5 in May. For August, 1940, 
the figure was 101.2. Some items, 
though not the total, went up last 
month, such as fuel and light, 2.5 
per cent; clothing, 1.5; housing, .4, 
and furnishings, .1 per cent, 

Food costs, which declined 3 per 
cent from: July, have gone up 15 
per cent in 12 months. In that pe- 
riod, St. Louis fuel and light costs 
have risen 10.2 per cent; clothing 
2.7; housing 2.1, and furnishings, 
2.4 per cent. “Sundries” alone de- 
clined, by 1.4 per cent. 

Costs rose 1.9 to 8.2 per cent in 
the year in the 56 cities compared; 
from July to August this year, they 
rose as much as 16 per cent in 52 
of the 60 cities now covered, and 
declined .1 to .6 per cent in seven.

Polish information bureau indicate 
that the majority of Poles in Rus- 
sia are now concentrated in the 
region east of the Volga and north- 
east of the Caspian. Of the 1,500,- 
000 the greater number are women 
and children, most of whom have 
been evacuated from Polish terri- 
tory taken over by the Russians 
in 1939. Many members of the 
Polish aristocracy who fled before 
the Germans are living on the 
Kirghiz steppe in extreme destitu- 
tion. Some have already made 
their way southeastward. 

The British-Soviet occupation of 
Iran may facilitate the transfer of 
these Poles to India through Iran 
and the suggestion may be made 
by British or American relief agen- 
cies that a plan be devised in 
Moscow for alleviating the suffer- 
ing of these people.

To Receive Instruction Aft- 

er Work—‘Every Citizen 

Must Be Ready to De- 
fend Country. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 18 (AP). — A 
mew defense decree broadening 
compulsory military training was 
issued today and Soviet sources 
said it was aimed at creating the 
largest reserve army in history. .. 

Under the new program ordered 
by Premier Joseph Stalin’s defense 
committee, all men between the 
ages of 16 and 50 will be required 
to prepare for service in a vast 
civilian army. 

They will stay at their jobs but, 
starting next Wednesday, will 
train after work for a total of 110 
hours with political commissars 
and older non-commissioned of- 
ficers as instructors. 

“Every citizen who is capable 
of bearing arms must have mili- 
tary training so that he may be 
ready to defend his country with 
weapons in his hands,” the defense 
committee said. 

“Realization of this measure is 
of enormous significance in the en- 
tire course of the people’s war 
against German Fascism,” declared 
Red Star, the organ of the Red 
army. 

“Our nation never was the slave 
of the Germans or other enemies 
and shall not become a slave now. 

“Autumn fogs have absorbed the 
dreams of Hitler’s general staff fer 
a blitzkrieg in the East, but we 
must realize the war will be long 
and severe.” 

(The men made available for war 
service under the new decree will 
be in addition to those trained by 
Russia at a rate of 800,000 annual- 
ly for 20 years under the regular 
army program of conscription. That 
program has enabled the Soviet 
Union to put 9,000,000 men under 
arms against Germany already and 
has made it ready, according to 
London sources, to put 4,000,000 
additional men in the field soon.) 


U. S. Town Buys Anti-Bomb Pow- 
der. 


RAMSEY, N. J., Sept. 18 (AP).— 
The Ramsey Board of Education 
approved last night for payment a 
list of bills including one item for 
a 350-pound drum of fire-dousing 
powder. Lester 8S. Rutan, school 
district clerk, said the purchase 
was made “to combat incendiary 
bombs in event of an air raid.”

NEW SHAH CEDES HOLDINGS. 
OF HIS FATHER TO IRA N 


Also Prepares General 


Amnesty for Political] 
Prisoners—Friction Between Reds - 
and British. 


TEHERAN, Sept. 18 (AP). — 
Iran’s new 2l-year-old Shah has 
decided to cede all the possessions 
of his fabulously rich father as a 
gift to the nation, the Government 
announced today. 

The new ruler, European-educat- 
ed Mohammed Shah. Pahlavi, also 
has prepared a general amnesty 
decree for ali political prisoners of 
the regime of his abdicated father, 
it was announced. 

The former Shah, Reza Pahlavi, 
a one-time Cossack cavalryman, 
reputedly was the richest man in 
Asia when he gave up his throne 
this week because he would not 
—* ball with Britain and Russia. 
The Allies accused him of aiding 
the Axis. 

Royal Monopolies. 

Almost ali of Mazanderan Prov- 
ince was his private holding, and 
the revenue from monopolies, ho- 
tels, motor transport and many 
kinds of stores and _ factories 
bulged the royal purse. Vast sums 
were, banked in his name in the 
Unitéd States and England. 

The former Shah’s account of 
27,000,000 tomans in the national 
bank was attached to pay Govern- 
ment salaries. The new Govern- 
ment’s program to reduce taxation, 
trim the budget and abolish the 
corrupt sale of state property to 
private individuals was approved. 

The British legation said it had 
received. authority from London to 
recognize the new Shah. Moscow’s 
attitude was not immediately clear. 

Seizure of Reza Pahlavi’s prop- 
erty was actually decided upon at 
a secret parliamentary session 
prior to the taking of the oath yes- 
terday by the new Shah who prom- 
ised to rule as a constitutional 
monarch. 

Difficulties attending the Rus-| 


sian-British occupation of Teheran, 


including Soviet detention of Ital- 
ian Minister Luigi Petrucci for sev- 
era] hours, were reported today to 
have been ironed out at a joint 
staff conference. 

Red troops arrested Petrucci last 
night and held him until the Brit- 
ish legation intervened. 

Soviet detachments were . or- 
dered to withdraw from a machine 
gun factory so that a British bri- 
gade in the joint occupation, or- 
dered with the annoynced purpose 
of hastening Iranian compliance 
with peace terms, might bivouac 
there. 

The British had to camp in a 
desert gully seven miles from town 
last night because the Russians 
controlled all roads and refused to 
let their Allies pass without Maj. 
Gen. Novikov’s direct command. 

Members of the British: legation 
and British nationals were unable 
to reach their homes in suburban 
Shemrun until the Soviet General 
gave instructions to the highway 
guards. 

Reds Use Parachutists. 

Four hundred Russian parachute 
troops and strong mechanized 
forces occupied the outskirts of 
the city. 

A German motorcade of diplo- 
mats, women and children en route 
to Turkey after the abdication 
Tuesday of the former Shah was 
halted by the Russians at Karai, 
25 miles northwest of here. 

The former Shah himself arrived 
at Isfahan, 210 miles south of the 
capital. He plans to go abroad. 

Two brewers making beer for 
the British and Russian armies of 
occupation are among 100 Ger- 
mans who will be allowed to re- 
main in Iran. The others are 
mostly Jews. 


BRITISH PLANES BOMB BASES 
IN SICILY AND NORTH AFRICA 


ROME, Sept. 18 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force blows.on Axis bases in 
Sicily and North’ Africa were re- 
ported today by the high command. 
The British, it said, bombed Li- 
cata, on the Sicilian south coast, 
and Tripoli and Bengasi, Axis sur- 
ply ports in Libya. Ten persons 
were wounded and slight damage 
was caused at Licata, the com- 
munique said, and casulaties and 
damage were inflicted also in the 
Libyan ports. 

The communique also reported 
the sinking of a hostile ship of 
3000 tons carrying armored cars 


by an Italian submarine operating 


in the Mediterranean.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
The accidental firing of a depth 
bomb or torpedo aboard the Swed- 
ish destroyer Goteborg has been 
given officially as the origin of 
blasts which sank that warship 
and the destroyers Klas Horn and 
Klas Uggla in harbor yesterday, 
the Swedish-American news. ex- 
change reported here today.

Tip O’Neill’s Record. 


HAT old one about what an 
T old-time baseball slugger 

would have done to the mod- 
ern jack-rabbit baseball, could he 
have batted under modern condi- 
tions, is still a problem. ..., 
But one of our readers presents 
the converse... . He shows us 
what Babe Rith, for example, 
would have done had he batted 
under the ruleg of 1887. 

This columnist recently had 
occasion, in showing how many 
major league batting champion- 
ships had been won by averages 
better than .400, to 
tion the highest figure on 
record. It was the .492 
made by Tip O'Neill of the St. 
Louis Browns in 1887, the only 
year in which the batsman was 
allowed four strikes, and _ to 
count a base on balls as a hit. 

In this connection John J. 
Mahoney, of 4819 Anderson ave- 
nue, St. Louis, writes interesting- 
ly as follows: 

“Your recent column in the 
Post about the .400 hitters was of 
keen interest to me, particularly 
your mention of Tip O'Neill's 
.492 average. 

“It is true a batter received 
four ‘strikes in 1887. But the out- 
standing reason for this high av- 
erage is the fact that in that 
year a batter was credited with 
a hit gf he received a base on 
balls. 

“Besides O'Neill, Anson, Brou- 
Browning, Burns, Lyons, 
Denny Mack, Orr, Radford, Rob- 
inson, Stovey and Thompson hit 
over .400 in that year. 

“Taking Babe Ruth’s record in 
1923 (when he received 170 bases 
on balls) as an exampie. If he 


had played under the same rules” 


as O'Neill (not taking into con- 
sideration the benefit of that 
extra strike) I find that Ruth 
would have had 375 hits. out of 
722 times at bat, for an average 
of over .500! 

“Tip’s name is never mentioned 
as the holder of the all-time high 
batting average and I think this 
is the reason, but base on balls 
or no base on balls, O’Neill must 
have been one of the greatest 
hitters of the game.”

The President is spreading war 
hysteria and fear through the use 
of half-truths and the perversion 
of truth, Fish said, declaring 
that it was ridiculous to assume 
that the army, navy and air force 
of the United States would not be 
able to repel any threatened inva- 
sion by Germany. 

“Our navy is eight times larger 
than the German navy and we 
have launched in the last six 
months three modern battleships 
that are more powerful than the 
entire German fleet,” he asserted. 

“In addition, we are producing 
1500 planes a month—of course, 
we're giving them all away—and 
we now have an army of 1,500,000 
men.” 

Issue Above Party Lines. 


The issue of war transcends all 
political party lines, the speaker 
stated, adding that if there were 
a congressional election this year 
the basis of his vote would be 
whether a candidate is for or 
against war, 

“In fact,” he said, “I have the 
utmost admiration for Senator 
Clark of Missouri. He is a credit 
to his party, to this great State 
and fo America, because he’s a real 
American.” 

The mention of Clark’s name 
brought the crowd to its feet for a 
three-minute demonstration, Clark, 
a Democrat, has split with the ad- 
ministration over foreign policy. 

Fish said the theme of hig talk 
was “What Price War?” 

“If Congress by one vote decrees 
war, then I’m for it all the way,” 
he went on, “but I want you to 
see what it will mean. 

“I believe it will mean the use 
of 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 of our 
soldiers, of whom 3,000,000 probably 
will be killed and another 3,000,- 
000 maimed or injured. It will 
cost this country $100,000,000,000 a 
year to finance the war. 

“And what will it mean in the 
end? It will mean chaos, revolu- 
tion and the loss of everything we 
believe in back home, and the 
spread of Communism throughout 
Europe.” 

Criticising the appointment of 
four sons of the President as offi- 
cers in the army and navy, “in de- 
fiance of the spirit of the draft,” 
Fish declared: “If there is any- 
thing that gives me a pain in the 
neck, it is listening to those four 
sons sound off on why we should 
go to war.” 

Nine-tenths of the large newspa- 
pers in this country are for war, 
the Congressman said. “You'd look 
under the bed every night to see if 
Hitler is there if you believed all 
you read in the papers or heard on 
the radio. 

“Tt will be interesting after this 
war is over to see how much the 
British spent on propaganda.”

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Business Men Hurt 
by Defense Pro- 
gram Should Be 
Compensated,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18. 
HERE is no complaint 
about the increasing burden of 
taxes for defense. They bear 
unequally on various income 
classes because of the healthy prin- 
ciple of “ability to pay,” but they 
bear equally within each class and 
that is enough to satisfy the Amer- 

ican sense of justice, 

There is even less complaint 
against the Selective Service Act. 
It also distinguishes between 


classes of men on the ground of 


age, dependency and essential em- 
ployment, but it has operated with 
sympathy, common sense and re- 
markable impartiality. That also 
is enough for the American insist- 
ence on fair play. 

Most of the taxes bear on in- 
come and, in many cases, take no 
more than the defense effort has 
added or will add. They do not 
take property or life savings or 
deprive people of their means of 
earning a living. 

Conscription demands the. stern- 
est sacrifice that a man may be 
called upon to make in the service 
of his country—the devotion of his 
life during his service and the pos- 
sible risk of his death. But this 
is an inescapable obligation of 
every citizen, a universal obliga- 
tion without which the life of this 
or any other nation would not be 
possible. That also seems to be 
either understood or instinctively 
felt and accepted by most of our 
people. 

Haphazard Planning. 

But what are we going to say 
about an application too ruthless, 
unstudied and headlong of some 
of the acknowledged and neces- 
sary principles of industrial mo- 
bilization for modern war—priori- 
ties without regard to established 
civilian_services, employment, busi- 
nesses and property? 

The recent meeting and organi- 
zation of “little” business men to 
protest against economic exter- 
mination through failure to get 
supplies and inability to get de- 
fense orders or to adapt their fa- 
cilities to them is an example of 
what is meant here. 

Unlike taxation or military serv- 
ice, there is certainly no equality 
of bearing of this burden and sac- 
rifice, It is purely haphazard.

Oslo Residents Cheer Britons 
Shot Down in Air Raid on City: 
Germans Warn of Severe Penalties 


Thousands March to’ Hospital to Bring Gifts 
to Wounded Airmen—Inhabitants Report-

Later, when word got around 
that a British bomber had been 
shot down at Frognerkilen, a small 
fjord outside the city, and that two 
wounded airmen had been taken 
to the hospital, several thousand 
persons marched to the hospital, 
carrying flowers and gifts. The 
Germans then decided to remove 
the wounded men to a hospital in 
the country, and when the ambu- 
lance emerged from the hospital 
gates it was surrounded by a 
cheering crowd. 

As a result of this episode the 
Germans have ordered all Norwe- 
gians to go to shelters when the 
sirens sound, and warned of severe 
penalties for those who cheer the 
British. . : 

Before the two raids a week ago 
last Saturday and Sunday, resi- 
dents of Oslo were said to have 
complained because the British 
were paying more attention to Ber- 
gen and Stavanger. The British 
sent the American-built Flying 
Fortresses to Oslo to satisfy this 
popular demand. As reported from 
Oslo at the time, two bombers 
were shot down on the second raid 
and one was reported to have made 
a forced landing on Norwegian 
soil.

the recent strike in which more 
than 35,000 persons are said to 
have participated. The chairmen 
of all the trade unions, merchant 
and artisan guilds in the country 
are now under arrest. Trade 
unionists estimate that 300 of their 
leaders have been arrested during 
the last two weeks. Altogether, 
about 1000 persons have been 
placed in concentration camps. 
The Norwegian authorities have 
begun preparation of a comprehen- 
sive blacklist, including the names 
of all the German officials in Nor- 
way who have maltreated Norwe- 
gian citizens. A similar list of 
Norwegian traitors has been in 
preparation since the evacuation 
of Oslo, and it is promised that 
everybody on the two lists who is 
more than 18 years old, will be 
dealt with when the Norwegian 
Government returns to Norway. 


Considerable astonishment was 
caused in Norwegian circles the 
other day when a Quislingite 
turned up’ here with his wife. Al- 
though he protested that he had 
been forced by the Germans to 
work for them and later had trou- 
ble with them, the truth appears to 
be that he came here to seek safe 
asylum from his fellow country- 
men. He has been locked up for 
the duration, 


without any attempt by conserva- 
tion or any other proved World 
War I methods to parry or soften 
the blow. 


What’s a War Hazard? 


The only answer I have ever 
heard to these criticisms is: “It’s 
the hazard of war. They happened 
to be in the wrong place when the 
bomb fell.” : 

That used to be a pretty good 
argument before the advent of 
modern war and the German con- 
cept of “the nation in arms” 
which means that everybody, ci- 
vilians and soldiers alike, is en- 
listed and in the line of fire. 

For example, it has long been 
both British and American legal 
doctrine that if a battle happens 
to be fought on my farm to its 
practical destruction, that is just 
my hard luck and no compensa- 
tion is coming. But it wasn't 
French doctrine in 1918. We paid 


compensation even for the damage 
due to shelling a forest occupied 
by German troops. The French 
Government helped restore dam- 
aged factories in the occupied 
zone. If newspaper reports are 
correct, the British Government 
is giving some aid. to owners of 
property destroyed by air raids. 
Two things ought to be done 
about this. First, the greatest pos- 
sible effort should be made in ap- 
plying necessary defense controls 
to do the least possible damage to 
the American business system. 
We're going to need it later. Our 
object is not only to fight and win, 
but to survive any war. Second, if 
some people must be forced into 
bankruptcy arid destruction of their 
means of living there should be 
some:means by which all of us 
should share the war—sacrifice 


by compensation to them and tax- 
ation on the rest of us.

OUR editorial, “The St. Louis Coun- 

ty Mess,” is a challenge to citizens 
of St. Louis County which cannot be 
passed by unanswered. I do not take 
issue with the subject matter of your 
editorial because it is the truth. Even 
the reference to witnesses who tried 
to mislead the jury on blind trails is 
justified. And also, citizens of St. Louis 
County, are disappointed that the grand 
jury could not tear the veil of secrecy 
and expose the real motives and the 
final disposition of the lavish fees hand- 
ed out by the County Court to a few. 

We are further disappointed that the 
Lindbergh Bridge, in spite of its unrea- 
sonable cost, is only a two-lane bridge, 
when it should have been possible to 
build a four-lane bridge for approx- 
imately $2,600,000. 

A bridge so close to an important mili- 
tary establishment as Jefferson Barracks, 
and therefore of great military impor- 
tance in time of war, should certainly 
have been designed to be of such weight 
and volume-carrying capacity as to be 
of maximum service if the need should 
ever arise. To construct a “bottleneck 
bridge” in such a location shows a lack 
of patriotism. . 

The citizens of St. Louis County have 
the same attitude toward government as 
the citizens of St. Louis. We have only 
to look at the figures of primary elec- 
tion returns and compare them with the 
returns in general elections and we eee 
that the political machines nominate the 
candidates and that the citizens merely 
approve them at the general election. 
This situation is changing now, as dem- 
onstrated by the citizens of St. Louis in 
making their greatest step toward better 
government through the passage of both 
amendments in Tuesday’s election, 

I hope the citizens of St. Louis County 
will join in the movement for better 
government by working for a charter 
which can competently govern the large 
suburban area in the county as well as 
the rural area. I hope that a civil 
service provision will be established in 

the county, doing away with the local 
spoils system and its accompanying evils. 

Good government can come only from 
the insistent demand of the citizens. 
Conditions such as were uncovered by 
the grand jury in Clayton can only exist 
when the public is indifferent. Our 
democratic form of government can sur- 
vive and remain a cherished possession 
worth fighting for when the citizens are 
not afraid to govern themselves and to 
demand honesty, efficiency and economy 
from those whom the voters have se- 
lected to manage the affairs of govern- 
ment.

A MAMMOTH TAX BILL. 
Congress has just passed and the President has 
before him the largest tax measure in the history of 
the Republic. It increases Federal taxation about 38 
per cent. In a full fiscal year, the bill should yield 
$3,533,400,000, 2 sum nearly large enough to. pay 
the entire cost of Federal Government in 1925, and 
more than ample, incidentally, to provide one dollar 
for every minute of time since 4000 years before 
the birth of Christ, eee : 

It is a stiff bill, but one made inevitable by the 
huge defense expenditures and the mounting na- 
tional debt. The bill hits everyone. 

Large increases in income and excise taxes are 
provided. The rate on the, first taxable dollar of 
income has been raised from 4 to 10 per cent. There 
are similar increases along the line up into the 
higher brackets, Increased revenue from income 
tates accounts for about $1,445,000,000, New or in- 
creased excise taxes and miscellaneous levies yield 
about. $1,026,000,000. : 

One of the chief provisions is to reduce exemptions 
to $750 for single persons and to $1500 for married. 
This change should add about 2,256,000 new tithe- 
payers to the rolls, for a total of more than 13,181,- 
000 taxpayers, and yield about $303,000,000, although 
only about $47,000,000 of this will come from new 
taxpayers. 

Corporation taxes were raised, mainly by higher 
income rates. Their burden was increased approx- 
imately $1,080,000,000. 

Both houses commendably refused to enact a 
general sales tax or payroll tax, the sort of levy 
which fdlis heaviest on the little fellow, though it 
had ardent advocates, including the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers. 

Shamefully eliminated by the House was the pro- 
vision for one joint tax return for husband and 
wife. This elementary reform must, in the inter- 
ests of fairness and justice, be restored in the next 
bill. It would not. affect, Representative Doughton 
pointed out innumerable times, any married pair 
with less than $4000 a year income. Wealthy couples 
with separate estates and well-to-do residents of com- 
munity property states, are those who chiefly benefit 
by the separate return. It is a tax loophole as wide 
as a barn door. 

Failure to incorporate into the bill several sug- 
gestions of Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
was widely criticised. Chiefly he urged: 1. Modifi- 
cation of the tax law so as to reach corporations 
using the average-earning method of computing ex- 
cess profits. 2. One joint income tax return for hus 
band and wife. 3. Taxation of state and local 
securities as yet outside the tax-gatherer’s scope. 
4. Substantial increases in estate and gift taxes. 

These suggestions, however, are certain to have 
a hearing again, for despite the mammoth size of 
the measure just passed, a new, perhaps larger, tax 
bill is on the way. 


measure was explained by Morgenthau, he an- 
nounced a new Treasury objective. It was to raise 
by taxes two-thirds of the money the Government 
spends and to borrow the remaining one-third. At 
that time, Federal expenses ‘were estimated at 19 
billion dollars for this year. Now they are expected 
to be 22 billions, so that the newly enacted measure, 
designed for the smaller budget, falls short of sup- 
plying two-thirds of the money needed even for this 
year. 

In the next fiscal year, Federal spending is esti- 
mated at about 32 billion dollars. If the Morgenthau 
formula were followed, 21 billions in taxes would 
be needed. With the new bill, the Federal revenues 
amount to only about 13 billion dollars, far from 
the Treasury’s goal. 

The new tax law should bring home to our citi- 
zens that the need for sacrifice in this emergency 
is not an empty phrase, but one full of meaning for 
all of us.

Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson, in explaining the necessity for speedy action 
by Congress on a price-control bill, presented some 
alarming facts, among them: 

The price index of basic foodstuffs, taking 
August, 1939, as 100, stood at 159.9 in August and 
172.3 in September. 

Controlled commodities dropped from 136 to 
133.6 in the month, while uncontrolled ones rose 
from 154,9 to 168, 

Retail food prices have risen 8 per cent in a 
month, and are the highest in 10 years. 

Food prices have risen 24 per cent in the last 
year, textiles 23 per cent, farm products 32 
per cent.

Fifth Ward: 14,699 people. 

In other words, it takes five voters in Alderman 
Louis G. Berra’s ward to have the voice in St. Louis’ 
legislative affairs that one voter has in Alderman 
Herman Novack’s ‘ward, In an ordinance-making 
body designed to represent the voters equitably, the 
Twenty-fourth, Ward Alderman speaks for five times 
as many voters as the Fifth Ward Alderman. 

This is the worst disparity among the wards, but 
it is by no means the only one. Alderman. Charles 
E. Albanese of the Thirteenth Ward represents 54,- 
322 people, and Alderman Joseph B. Schweppe of 
the Sixth Ward, 17,114. The Twenty-seventh Ward, 
represented by Alderman Charles G. Kratovil, has a 
population of 43,827, while the Third Ward, repre- 
sented by Alderman Louis Comerford, has only 
19,757. 

Mayor Becker pledged himself and his adminis- 
tration to work for redistricting, and a special com- 
mittee, headed by Alderman Novack, is now making 
a study, in co-operation with President of the Board 
Michael J. Hart. : : 

This committee will need to steel itself against 
selfish protests which will be hurled at it on all 
hands. It will need to remember that it is redraw- 
ing the ward boundaries for the people of St. Louis, 
not for ward and precinct politicians. 

If it approaches its task in this light, then the 
committee’s work is comparatively easy. All it needs 
to do is to rearrange the precincts in such a way 
that St. Louis’ $13,000 people will be divided into 28 
compact wards of approximately 29,000 persons each. 

That some sitting Aldermen will be thrown tem- 
porarily into the same wards by the redigtricting is 
to be taken for granted. For example, it is inevitable 
that two or more of the under-populated river wards 
will be merged so that an over-populated ward, such 
as the present Twenty-fourth, can be divided into 
two or three wards, But then that precisely is the 
purpose of the redistricting.

The court and Alonzo: A. Alex-

As to Fairbank, May said he 
understood the former president of 
the company had been asked to 
undertake another task, the char- 
acter of which has not yet been 
disclosed, and that Fairbank would 
probably leave the directorate of 
the Mutual Savings Co. later. May 
said he had asked Fairbank to re- 
main on the beard for the present 
because of Fairbank’s knowledge 
of the Central States Co. business. 

When asked whether he would 
quit the Mutual Savings presiden- 
cy if a better job were offered him, 
May said he had no reason to ex- 
pect such an offer, but remarked 
that if he were asked to take a 
post connected with national de- 
fense, he might think it his duty 
to accept. 

“I've lost so much money in 
stock companies,” May said, “that 
I’ve given up the idea of dying 
rich. I will be satisfied if I can 
make enough to keep my fam- 
ily.”

CAPT. BOYD TO ENTER 
PLANE FERRY SERVICE 


He Quits as Head of Canadian 
Aviation Bureau 
Here. 


Capt. J. Erroll Boyd, World War 
and trans-Atlantic flyer, who has 
been stationed in St. Louis for the 


past four months as head of the 
Canadian Aviation Bureau, former- 
ly the Clayton Knight Committee, 
announced today that he would en- 
ter the South Atlantic ferry serv- 
ice next month. 

Capt. Boyd told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he would leave im- 
mediately for Hartford, Conn., for 
some refresher flying. He said he 
‘was unable to disclose at this time 
the actual route he is to cover or 
under whose authority he will 
serve. 

Asked ‘what prompted the deci- 
sion, Capt. Boyd smilingly observed 
that he was not “cut out to sit be- 
hind a desk.” 

“I interviewed myself and accept- 
ed my own advice for a change,” 
the flyer said, referring to the fact 
that, as head of the aviation bu- 
reau, he was instrumental in ap- 
proving more than 200 American 
pilots for Canadian and English 
ferry service. In addition, Capt. 
Boyd passed on more than 500 oth- 
er Americans who have been sent 
to Canada to train for Canadian 
or British air service. 

A Canadian by birth, naturalized 
as an American last March, Capt. 
Boyd is 49 years old and father of 
five daughters, two of them mar- 
ried to Englishmen. His home is 
in Lakeville, Conn. 

The first Canadian to enlist in 
the Royal Naval Air Force which 
later merged with the Royal Air 
Force of the World War, Capt. 
Boyd served in France during 
some of the fighting in 1914-1915. 
During this time, he won special 
commendation for sinking a Ger- 
man submarine off Ostend with a 
single, direct bomb hit from his 
plane. 

Capt. Boyd will receive $1000 a 
month as a ferry pilot in the South 
Atlantic. His post here as head 
of the Canadian Aviation Bureau, 
Hotel Statler, will be taken over by 
Miss Clarke Smith, his assistant.

How ‘It Started 


“Innocuous Desuetude.” 


It is to Grover Cleveland that we 
are indebted for the coining, pres- 
ervation and perpetuation of the 
phrase “innocuous desuetude” for 
innocent disuse.

Part 
of it can be felt as the lymph 
nodes in the neck, or under the 
armpit when there is an infec- 
tion in that drainage area; an 
abscessed tooth affects the neck 
lymph nodes; a felon on the finger, 
the armpit lymph nodes.

THE LYMPHATICS are natur- 
al points for fighting infection. 
Germs tend to land in the lym- 
phatics, and in killing the germs 
the lymphatics swell up. Hence 
an infection in the mouth had 
throat cavity tends to lie on the 
tonsils, which may be the only 
point In these cavities that show 
active inflammation when an in- 
fection occurs. 

Adenoids and tonsils are large 
at birth and tend to atrophy after 
puberty; hence the fact that the 
tonsils are large in early life is 
not necessarily an indication for 
their removal. In infants they prac- 
tically fill the entire back of the 
throat. 

Aside from their activity in lo- 
calizing and combating infection, 
the tonsils and adenoids have no 
known function. Because of the 
very pronounced tendency of the 
tonsils and adenoids to become in- 
fected, it was once thought that 
they had a protective function; 
this is outweighed, in fact, impos- 
sible, by their express tendency to 
harbor infection to the detriment 
of the rest of the body. 

A standard text book on dis- 
eases of the nose and throat states 
that if the tonsils and adenoids 
become repeatedly infected, they 
stay enlarged, and under these cir- 
cumstances should be removed. In 
other words, the indication. for the 
removal of these organs is the 
fact that they are chronically in- 
fected, and harbor germs which 
may produce infection of the mid- 
die ear, rheumatism, muscular 
pains, etc, 

x *« * 


IN A CAREFUL follow-up study 
of children who have had tonsils 
and adenoids removed, Dr. Albert 
D. Kiser of Rochester, N. Y., con- 
cluded: “It was shown that mark- 
edly enlarged tonsils and adenoids 
that are repeatedly inflamed im- 
pair normal physical development. 
When such a condition exists after 
the age of 4 years, it is advisable 
to have the tonsils removed, with 
the appreciation that at least 50 
per cent of the children so treated 
will be materially improved.” 

Dr. Kiger also showed that 
bronchitis, pneumonia and tuber- 
culosis are reduced in children 
who have had their tonsils re- 
moved, It can be demonstrated 
that the removal of the tonsils les- 
sens the incidents to rheumatic 
fever. The incidence of infection 
in the middle ear and mastoid is 
somewhat reduced by removal of 
tonsils and adenoids. '

her crib. Mother padded them 

so she could not get at the 
wood, but she continued to try.

“She is teething,” said the doc- 
tor.

him to repudiate it later on is one 
of the worst of all bridge crimes.

East could thank his opponent, 


‘South, for the splendid match point 


score East-West received on this 
board. Certainly East has done 
nothing commendable. As a matter 
of fact, by passing to West's forc- 
ing bid of two diamonds, he had 
been fairly begging for a “bottom.” 
Afterward, he tried to alibi him- 
self by grumbling that he could 
not find a good rebid to two dia- 
monds—could not bid two spades 
since that would be a “reverse,” 
had no heart stopper for two no 
trump and, finally, that his hand 
was much too weak to warrant a 
diamond raise. 

East overlooked the fact that 
none of these arguments had any 
bearing on the situation. He had 
opened the bidding and West had 
responded with a bid that was 
forcing for at least one round, 
If South’s bid had not come in, 
and West had bid only one dia- 
mond, East would have been forced 
to rebid. Surely the fact that 
West had bid freely over an inter- 
vening call should have made the 
force more, instead of less, abso- 
lute (to resort to a silly solecism). 
When a player is forced to bid, it 
is far better to make the wrong 
bid than to make none at all. 
Actually, despite the superlightness 
of his opening club bid, East 
should have bid three diamonds, 

South had a grand opportunity 


to let the bidding die with the - 


opponents in a measly two dia- 
mond contract, and his failure to 
do so was deplorable. It did not 
require great imagination to sense 
that something had gone wrong in 
the enemy’s machinery, but ap- 
parently it required more than 
South had. He reopened with two 
hearts and now West, who had 
been horrified by his partner’s un- 
expected pass, took no more 
chances. This time he jumped in 
spades East came to life with a 


spade raise and now South, mental- . 


ly kicking himself, went to five 
hearts as a sacrifice. 

The sacrifice did not turn out 
well West opened the spade king 
and when he saw rummy’s double- 
ton in spades, promptly shifted to 
a trump. Declarer was prevented’ 
from ruffing a spade in dummy 
and thus could win only his seven 
heart tricks. The 700-point penalty 
was ample compensation to East- 
West for their lost game but, as 
I said originally, East could net 
flatter himself that he had con- 
tributed to the top score.
